One who knows the meanings of its two component 


•words can readily see for himself that "middleman" sig- 
nifies the man in the middle of an economic process, the 
man between any producer any any consumer. All per- 
sons in this position work more 'or less to a common end. 
that of supplying the consumers with what they want 
when and where they want it, and when and where the 
producers cannot supply it. 


A party of farmers went to New York two or three 


years ago, ate a simple lunch in a restaurant, got their 
checks and figured up how many times the farm cost of 
the food their bills came to. If they thot of the differ-i 
ence as due wholly to middlemen they went too far. The 
abolition of Mr. Middleman would certainly not have pro- 
vided free cooking, or restaurant rent, or clean plates and 
cloth. But the services of Mr. Middleman did include dis- 
tributing the food to eating places, carrying it in store- 
houses, refrigerating it, transporting it by rail or water, 
underwriting the risk of its spoiling. 


And how many persons work at all these tasks in Mr. 


Middleman's employ? Farm, forest, animal raising, min- 
ing and manufactures, according to the 1920 census of 
occupations, engage nearly 60 percent of our employed 
persons. Some thus classified may have $o do with mar- 
keting, storing or transporting products, and so belong to 
the middleman group. But aside from them, persons on-: ,-;; 
gaged in transportation, trade and clerical work form ';'' 
over 25 percent of the employed population. 
Most of 


that 25 percent making a living by handling goods on the 
"Way from producer to consumer. 


In addition to providing the pay of roughly a quarter 


of our workers Mr. Middleman's operations call for the 
•work of many producer?. His receipt? must pay for roll- 
ing stock, refrigerators and storage rout. 
After he has 


paid reasonable wages and incomes to those or*paged in 
distribution, and paid for what goods ;hc proposes of dis- 
tribution themselves require, and footed losses on perish- 
able or uncertain goods handled, he naturally charges 
much in excess of the factory or the farm cost. 
! 


Those familiar with distribution will doubt whether 


political action can ever much rrduco the spread in costs. • 
Marketing experts have boor, busy for a hundred years' 
reducing them and have covered the field pretty well.
